ity of the Invention.' For several years 
it has been well .known In electrical 
circles'that tho development of this dis- 
covery 'into, practical utility was only 
a question of time. At varying Intcrr 
vals during the past decade announce- 
ments of its perfection have been 
made, but subsequent trials proved that 
the claims were premature. Now. 
however, the actual results obtained by 
tho French experimenters on the line 
between Paris and Rouen Indicate that 
the obstacles havo been overcome.

possible by the. discovery that one ele- 
mental substance .experiences a chango 
In its electrical condition by ths ac- 
tion of light That,substnnce Is selen- 
ium, a chemical element discovered by 
Berzellus In 1817. It was first obtalnei 
from crystals formed In the lead cham- 
bers of sulphuric acid works. H is also 
found In many crude mineral forms, 
but In small quantities. 
It occurs In 


several forms, that used by Professor 
Korn being ;a black crystalline solid 
This variety of the clement conducts 
electricity, Its resistance 
Increasing 


when heated, but diminishing consider- 
ably on exposure to light, especially red 
rays. 
The chango. of conductivity la 


nstantancdus and Is almost doubled In 
sunlight, although the light from a 
small lamp has a perceptible Iniluencc. 
It Is upon this'property that tho con- 
struction of the new Invention Is based 


The Image from a photographic film 


Is thrown upon a-sclcnlum cell, which 
Is made of platinum wire- wound on 
slate and covered with selenium. Tills 
Is then mounted upon a:, axis within 
a.' glass cylinder.

It was only after It was 
demonstratcd'that local measures were 
not sufficient to meet the omeVgency 
that Surgeon General Wyman and his 
ofllcers took charge. 


The surgeon general keeps IP touch 


with all the countries In the world by 
means of the consular service. Should 
an epidemic break out at any point, 
the fact Is transmitted as speedily as 
possible to the state department, the 
secretary of state Informs the surgeon 
general and that olllcer sends a mes- 
sage to every seaport on the coast of 
tho United State to quarantine against 
the stricken city. While the quarantine 
Is In force passengers, freight and mall 
from that city aro sent to the quaran- 
tine stations, where they are examined 
and fumigated. 
Even when there is no 


formal quarantine ngulnst a city sus- 
picious cases of Illness on a ship from 
that city may cause tho detention of 
tho crew mid passengers until tho case 
has been examined. 


The United States marine hospital 


service has no counterpart In any other 
country In the world. 
It Is equally 


true that no function of the federal 
government carries with It more ar- 
bitrary and far reaching jiowcrs than 


those employed in the enforcement of 
the regulation* of this service.

A resident, of Winthrop Highlands. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Greene, has told 
the 


police of. having seen two or three ob- 
jects in the water about three hours 
prior to the finding of the dress suit 
case and 
about a mile west of the 


spot. 


She Is quite positive In the belief 


that the objects that she saw were 
two dress suit cases and a woman's 
hat. 


This latest 
Information, coincides 


with the theory of the police that the 
head, arms and legs of the woman 
wore. placed in aonther dress suit case 
and cast Into the water not far from 
the place where the case containing 
the trunk was thrown. 


The police also consider of the great- 


est Importance the finding of a blonde 
hair among the clothes taken from 
the bundle found 
on the Winthrop 
shore Sunday. .It corresponds to the 
blonde hair found In 
the dress suit 


case and Is said to resemble that of 
the dead woman. 
Important also Is 
the presence 'of a piece 'of surgeon's 
gauze In this bundle, as a piece was 
found on the torso of the victim.. 


The surgeons gauze Is likely to play 


a prominent part In the police Inves- 
tigation, particularly as Miss Annie 
E. Harnett, clerk employed by Mrs. 
Rebecca O. Burnham. admits having 
sold surgeons gauze to a blonde wo- 
man some two weeks ago. The pa- 
per In. which 
tho bundle of 
clothes 


found at Winthrop was wrapped, came 
from Mrs. Burnhnm's store at 2 Dai- 
ton street In tho Back Bay district. 
All these various threads of evidence 
lead the police to believe that tho 
bundle and the dress suit case have 
close relationship

THE PROBING COMMITTEE'S IlKPORT. 


At last It appears that the committee appointed to Investigate the ques-

This may not be tho 
best plan, but It will be a relief to tho public to know that the committee 
lias reached some definite conclusion an* that after nil, something may result 
to Insure the more prompt collection of taxes In tho future.

b HE recent success ol 


the French telegraph 
service In transmit- 
ting photographs.hand- 
writing and photo en 
gravlngs 
by 
wire 


seems to have estab- 
lished the practicabil- 


ity of the Invention. For several ytara 
It has been well known In electrical 
circles that the dovelop'ment of this dis- 
covery Into practical utility was'only 
a question of time. At rarylns Inter- 
vals during ths past decade.announce- 
ments of Its perfection 
have been 


made, but subsequent trials proved that 
the claims 
were ' premature. Now, 


however, the actual results obtained by 
the French experimenters on tho line 
between Paris and Rouen Indicate that 
the obstacles' have been overcome. 


It Is admitted by all of those con- 


cerned In. tho matter that tho mech-

mental substance experiences a. changi 
in Its dectrlcal condition by the ac 
lion of light. That substance Is selen- 
ium, a chemical element CIscovcred by 
Berzellus In 1817. It was first obtalnc! 
frt>m crystals formed In tho lead cham- 
bers .of sulphuric acid works. It Is also 
found In many crude mineral forms 
but In small quantities.' It occurs In 
several forms, that used by Professor 
Korn. being'a black crystalline solid 
This variety, of the element conducts 
electricity, Its resistance 
Increasing 


when heated, but diminishing consider- 
ably on exposure to light, especially red 
•ays. 
The change, of conductivity Is 


nstantancous and Is almost doubled in 
sunlight, although the light from a 
small lamp has a perceptible Influence.
